THK  TOWN  COMMITTEE’S  REPORT. 

The  report  of  the  Township  Committee 
forthe  year  ending  March  1st,  is  a  very 
presentable  document,  and  exhibits  the 
affairs  of  the  Township  with  great  detail. 

The  entire  receipts  from  ail  sources 
were  $55,017.64,  and  the  tax  list  for  1883 
was  $56,144.65,  so  that  only  $1,127  went 
into  arrears  in  excess  of  arrears  collected.

1883  the  liabilities  were  $15,259,64.  The
